A GRATIFYING RESULT. 


The result of -he municipal election is eminently satisfactory. 


While it was foreshadowed, it is to be accepted with no less gratiffica- 


• tion. It is a verdict of the people in the proper sense, for the vote was 


unusually large and cast without the slightest disorder. 


With one exception tlu- entire Republican ticket was elected, al- 


though nearly all the noinniees were endorsed by the 
Municipal 


League, and fully half by the Democrats. The 
Mayor-elect, Mr. 


Olney, Auditor Breed and City Engineer Turner were on all three 
tickets. This unusual circumstance gives striking evidence of the gen- 


• eral desire animating men < > i all parties to get good men, irrespective 


of political affiliation, to fill the city offices. 
We think they have suc- 


ceeded admirably. 


Mr. Johnson, v.-ho has made an excellent City Attorney, is de- 


feated, for which regret will naturally be felt, but his successor is a man 
of character and ability. Mr. McF.lroy's reputation as a citizens and as 


a, lawyer is unsullied. lie has been identified with the city from child- 
hood, and can be depended upon to do his full duty. While it is not 
possible to restrain a feeling that it was an act of popular inustice to 
turn down ?o good an offio-r as Mr. Johnson, it is consoling to know 
that the office of City Attorney will be filled by a man in whom the 
public can repose the utmost confidence. 


While all the C'ouncilnien-elect were nominated by the Republi- 


can convention, several of them are not party men; that is, they are 
not partisans nor actively affiliated in the party organization. A ma- 
jority of them were on the Municipal League and Democratic tickets, 
again illustrating tin: working of the popular desire to get the best ma- 
terial obtainable. The new Council will be a strong body of capable, 
intelligent men, who ought to legislate in the best interests of the 
city. 
It is harmonious on the leading questions of municipal policy, 


end the members wiU enter upon their duties under conditions promis- 
ing the very best results. 1 hey were all nominated and elected on the 
same platform. They have no differing or obstruvtice elements in the 
Council to encounter, and tan carry out any project they see fit. This 
fact will no doubt admonish them to be careful, but it at the same time

BAN FRANCISCO, March 10.—Tt is ful- 


ly recognized t'hat the effort to obtain 
for t'he Western Pacific Railway a lease 
of tide lands on -the southern water front 
of the city is a. move to give tha Gould 
system an entrance into San Franc'.s:o. 
All disguise is practically 'thrown off. It 
Is also quite evident that the opposition 
to tJhe scheme developed in the Assembly 
is in3plred by the other trar.scoritiriontal 
lines. They wa.nt to keep Gould out. 


That is the plain English of the propo- 


sition to deny the Western 1'aolflo the 
coveted lease. 


Public sentiment in this city is In favo- 


of allowing the Gould system tho same 
terminal facilities on this side of the 
bay that were freely given the Santa Fe. 
The Western Pacific has bought lands for 
depot purposes, but the Southern Pacific 
was 
given a 
huj?e tract for nothing 


While the rental of tho section of the 
water front that it la proposed to le-ase 
Is fixed at on'y Jl.OOO a year, the company 
will be required to spend a million or 
more building a seawall and filling in. At 
present the property is useless. The State 
will have to spend enormous sums to uti- 
lize it. But the Western Pacific proposes 
to do the improving according to the re- 
quirements of the Harbor Commission and 
pay $1,000 a year for the privilege. Cer- 
tain other people engaged In the railroad 
business think this lease would be bad 
for the city and for t-h« State. So *helr 
agents in the Legislature are trying Oo 
protect the public from spoliation. 


In the face of the sentiment of the gen- 


eral public and tho recommendation of 
the commercial bodies of the city, onposi- 
tkm to the leasing'bills is dogged and 
obstinate. In an editorial this morning, 
the. 
Chronicle presents the situation 


clearly and expresses the prevailing sent- 
iment as follows: 


"In 
their present condition the sub- 


merged tide and marsh lands covered by 
these -hills are of no value to the city or 
the State. They are not behig utilized for 
at^y 
purpose and cannot be reclaimed 


without great expense and through the 
construction of a costly seawall. Under 
the provisions of the bills Introduced ths 
latter must be provided and the cost of 
constructing the same be borne by the 
corporation named in them. It Is th« pol- 
icy of the city that these lands shall b«
